6lbs. per 100 sacks, and which 
probably is an average produce of the ground laid open, but the limited time 
we were on the mine was not sufficient for us to say what quantity of tin 
ground there is opened in the different lodes.

Every proprietor of five shares to 
have one vote ; fifteen shares, two votes; thirty shares, three votes ; sixty 
shares, four votes ; one hundred shares, five votes; and for every additional 
fifty shares, one vote extra. New shares are to be issued. A reserve fund 
of 20001. out of profits to be made. The directors empowered to make fur- 
ther calls at public mectings, unless negatived by two-thirds of the share- 
holders present. These, with several other resolutions, form the substance 
of'the report, which, however, very ridiculously concludes by making a regu- 
lation, that no shareholder shall be liable beyond the extent of the number of 
shates held by him!!! Does not all the wo:ld know that with scrip shares 
there is no liability—as we have bef-re said, thrust them in the fire. 

‘Mr. Cazenove moved that the report be received; which was seconded 
by Mr. Murphy, and carried unanimously. : . 

Mr. Buvck, in answer to a question from a shareholder said, that one 
of the clauses in the report provided that the company should not be 
without directors ; the election would take place after the reception of the

COMMERCPAL RAILWAY COMPANY. 


A meeting of the shareholders in the Blackwall Commercial Railway 
company took place on Monday, the 14th inst., at the City of London 
Tavern, in pursuance of the Act of Parliament. 

Joszrpu Espatze, Esq., in the chair. 


The report stated that, in pursuance of a resolution agreed to at the last 
meeting, the directors went into committee on the bill fur the completion of 
the line of railway, and after a discussion prolonged much beyond its ex- 
pected limits, by the opposition of the city of London and certain of the 
parishes through which the extended line would pass, a report was made in 
favour of the bill; and although opposed both on bringing up the report and 
ou the third reading, it passed the House of Commons by large majorities. 
In the report of the proprietors of the 2nd of March, it was stated that, al- 
though the plan of the directors.was, if possible, to earry the line of railway 
up to the East India House, believing the site of that edifice to be the most 
chibi terminus that could be selected, they yet contemplated the possibility 

ing induced, by opposition or other motives, to stop at C.utched-friars, 
as originally proposed, where an almost equally advantageous terminus 
might be formed. This anticipation was realised in the committee of the 
House of Commons, to whom the company are under great obligations, 
having expressed itself of opinion that the terminus at Crutched-friars would, 
pon the whole, be the best ; and several hc nourable members concurring with 
it in opinion, the directors deemed it prudent to yield to that suggestion, 
ieularly as above 100,0001. would be saved thereby to the company. In 
the House of Lords the opposition to the bi!l was of the same unmitigated eha- 
racter as in the House of Commons; but the company would most unques- 
tienably have triumphed over it, their lordships’ committee being decidedly 
in favour of the bill, but the death of the King having occasioned the prema- 
ture prorogation of Parliament, it was found impossible to obtain a report 
and carry the bill through its subsequent stages before such prorogation took 
place, uvless by depriving the city of that full hearing which they insisted 
upon, and the refusal of which might have given them the right of appeal to 
the House against the report. At this juncture, and while protesting against 
a resolution which the committee had come to for closing the diseussion, and 
making a report on the following day, the counsel for the corporation of 
London, joined by those for the other opponents to the bill, made the pro- 
ition, ‘‘ that in the ensuing or the following Session of Parliament a bill 
might he brought in for the extension of the railway, which should pass 
gh the House of Commons, and up to its actual then position in the 
= of Lords, including the resolution come to by the committees of both 
Houses for affirming the subscription list as a good and valid deed, not only 
without opposition, but with the full concurrence and assistance of the oppo- 
nents to the bill; and that the corporation should then be allowed to state 
their objections.’ This arrangement having been agreed to, and signed by 
the counsel on all sides, the bill passed without the extension clauses, and 
received the royal assent in person on the last day of the session. The act 
thus obtained by the company is of great importance ; besides certain other 
amendments of the act of the preceding session, it gives an additional twelve 
months for the purchase of land, and enables the East and West India Dock 
companies to hold shares to the amount of 59,0001. each in the capital of 
the company. The directors having thus stated what their proceedings have 
been, have now to inform them what course it is their intention to pursue, 
subject to the concurrence and approbation of the meeting. Tha directors 
feel it necessary to recall to the proprietors the opinion entertained at the 
time the project of making a railway from London to Blackwall was origi- 
nally undertaken, and they believe that they may confidently state that, of all 
the railways then in contemplation, this attracted the Jargest share of public 
opinion in its favour. The mercantile advantages held out by a more rapid 
aad easy communication with the East and West India Docks, the great 
quantity of ordinary traffic between London and Blackwall, and, above all, 
the probability of inducing steam vessels to take in and discharge their pas- 
sengers at the latter place, and thus clear the port of the almost insupportable 
gyievance which now infests it, gave the railway the double character of an ad- 
weptagnene pecuniary speculation and a great public benefit, and consequently 
the iption lists of the competing lines were promptly and eagerly filled up, 
aad the shares bore a considerable premium. Subsequent investigation has 
satisfied the directors that the opinion of the public was well founded, and 
that all the advantages originally anticipated, as well to the public as to the 
shareholders, will be fully realised on the completion of the undertaking. 
The cpposition to the bill of the late session arose chiefly from the St. 
Katharine’s Dock Company and the trad n in the i liate neighbour~ 
hood of the terminus in the Minories; the apprehension of the first class of 
opponents being that the railway would give an unfair advantage to the West 
and East India Dock Companies over the St. Katharine’s ; and that of the 
second being that their trade would be wholly destroyed by the extension of 
the line, as every one going to and from Blackwall would be carried past 
their shops. Admitting the truth of those objections, they certainly warrant 
the conclusion that the railway would be gencrally used, and that although 
individuals might suffer, the public in general would benefit. Indeed it was 
admitted by all the opponents, that the railway up to the Minories would be 
etive of great good.

but previously to the introduction of any such bill, a special meeting of the 
proprietors will be summoned to consider and determine upon the propriety 
of so doing. The directors, in conclusion, beg to assure the proprietors, 
that all the funds with which they may be entrusted will be administered with 
the most scrupulous regard to economy (as an earnest of which they have 
themselves entered into a resolution to give up the allowances voted to them 
by the proprietors from April last, and the solicitors have liberally proposed 
to afford their services gratuitously, until the proceedings of the company 
are in their beneficial operation), and the directors will use their best exer- 
tions to forward the undertaking before them with as much speed as a due 
regard to the convenience of the shareholders will permit. 

The Secretary also read an account of the receipts and disbursements 
from which it appeared that the sum of 9716/. 19s. 9d. was the balance in 
hand. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked what was to be set Off against that sum ? 

A Drrecror replied that certain outstanding claims, including the so- 
licitor’s bill for expenses incurred in Parliament, would absorb the whole 
amount. 

SHAREHOLDER-~-And what are the present liabilities? 

Drrector—They amount to about 7000/., and about 10,0007. has been 
paid for the purchase of property. 

Mr. Tyars (the common councilman) rose to address the meeting, and 
upon being asked whether he was a registered shareholder, replied that he 
had-applied to be registered, but there was some impediment, for which 
he was not responsible, and he claimed a right, as a shareholder, to make 
some observations. The right being recognised by the directors, he pro- 
ceeded :—It was well known that he was strenuously opposed to the pro- 
ject of extending the railroad beyond the terminus pointed out in the bill 
which they had already obtained. Of that, however, it was unnecessary 
to speek. He came to the meeting to discuss the probable results of the 
existing measure, which sanctioned the extension of the line to the eastern 
part of the Minories. Of the project of making the railroad he highly 
approved, as advantageous to the trade of London, and a protection 
against the dangers of the Thames steam-boat navigation, but he had also 
aduty to perform. He felt that he was bound, for the sake of the shareholders 
and the public, to inquire into the probabilities of completing the under- 
taking, and he confessed that he could not see his way to the accomplish- 
ment. Hethen produced a statement of what he conceived to be the 
financial position of the company. 

The Directors said, one and all, that the premises and the inferences 
were all erroneous. 

Mr. Rospertson (a director) stated that the discussion introduced by 
Mr. Tyars necessarily led to the repetition of an examination of the ac- 
counts, which had been agreed to in January last. If such discussions 
are tolerated there could be no end to vexatious and unnecessary inquiry. 


Mr. Tyars declared that he by no means wished to waste the time of 
the meeting. All he was desirous to know was how it was possible, under 
the existing circumstances of the company, to raise the enormous sums 
necessary for carrying the project into execution. If it could not be 
shown by what means that object was attainable, he could not see why the 
feelings of those on the line of road, who were. interested, should be kept 
in a state of excitement. In his opinion there was an error in the ac- 
counts of the company which was corrected in his statement, and he could 
not see what service could be rendered by stifling inquiry. 

The CaarrMan, and the other directors, denied in the strongest terms 
that there was any disposition upon their part to stifle, or in the slightest 
degree to restrict inquiry. 

Mr. Tyars—lIt is stated that the cost of the undertaking will be 
600,0007. Now, I will not say a word about the errors of estimates ge- 
nerally in cases of the kind, or whether the errors are on the favourable 
or unfavourable side ; but supposing the number of registered shares to 
be 7960, at 25/. per share, the amount, if paid up, will be under 200,000/. 
How then do you propose to raise the balance of 400,000/.? This refers 
to the line of road from Blackwall to the Minories. I do not say a word 
as to the further expenses of extending the line to Crutched-friars. 


Mr. RoBEeRTSON sail, that the two companies had, by order of the House 
of Commons, been amalgamated last year, and the pecuniary arrangements 
had been regularly entered into, as appeared by the accounts which had been 
agreed to, and which had been entirely misrepresented by Mr. Tyars, who 
seemed to have strangely misapprehended the condition of the company’s 
affairs. The balance in hand was sufficient to mect the liabilities of the 
company, and there was, besides, property in title deeds and other securities 
to the amount of 10,000/. As for the means. the company had of meeting 
the future demands, there had been a total misrepresentation made by the 
gentleman who stood up in opposition. There was something about 22,000 
shares to be calculated upon at 50:. per share, and it was to the payment of 
the deposits upon those shares that they had to depend for carrying the 
undertaking into execution. The directorslooked forward to the payment of 
those deposits, and the opinions and intentions of the shareholders. must in- 
deed undergo a most extraordinary change if the deposits were nut paid, and 
the undertaking were brought to a stand-still. There existed at the present 
time, as was well known, a difficulty with regard to the money market, and 
the directors, when they saw that there was a scarcity, and that ali railroad 
shares had undergone a great depreciation, determined to withhold any call 
for the present; they felt that they would deserve censure if, under such cir- 
cumstances they madea call, and made forfeit of the shares the consequence 
of refusal to answer it. If, however, the shareholders were of opinion that a 
call should be made, the directors would act accordingly, but they thought 
that it would not be generally answered. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked whether the company were debtors to the old 
company ? 

In answer to other questions, a GENTLEMAN at the table (we believe the 

licitor to the e y) stated, that the old company could not be dissolved. 
The deed of that company was as operative as that of the Commercial Com- 
pany, acd as strong responsibility rested upon. those who signed the deed of 
the former company, as upon those who signed the deed of the latter. Every 
one, ia fact, who signed either of the deeds, is responsible. 

Mr. ArKins said, that neither he nor his father oe Atkins) had 
ever had any thing to do with speculations of the kind, until the railway in 
question was undertaken. The moment, however, he heard of the Commer- 
cial Railway, he thought it a most glorious project, and he determined to 
join init. He had from the; commencement watched the whole of the pro- 
ceedings and the conduct of the di s, and it app d to him that nothing 
could be more honourable than all the transactions of that bedy. He must 
say, too, that he never saw opposition conducted in a more shocking man-~- 
ner. He moved that the report should be received and agreed to. 

A Proprietor seconded the motion, and expressed a hope that when the 
money market should become quiescent, all would be right again. : 

Another PRoprRIETOR expressed surprise that the accounts had not been 
audited, end submitted that the meeting were not justified in approving of 
what had been done without the confirmation of tle auditors’ report. 

To the suggestion that the secounts ought to be audited, 

Mr. HaMMonD and Mr. ATKINS objected, inasmuch as a proposition of 
the kind insinuated disapprobaiion of the directors. 

Mr. CusxLes BLEADEN said, that no reasonable men could oppose the 
auditing of the accounts. It was a regulation to which every company was 
subjected, and tradesmen had a right to. expect that the accounts should 
undergo that usual and very necessary ordeal.

Tar Taames Tunnev.—The interruption whieh has again been ex- 
perienced in the working of the tunnel. under the Thames has excited 
numerous inquiries as to the extent of the accident, several scientific men 
as well as others having visited the spot to obtain the best information 
possible upon this interesting subject. It is satisfactory to state that 
Mr. Brunel, the engineer, has perfect confidence in the speedy resump- 
tion of the works. It has been fully ascertained that the aperture in the 
bed of the river through which the water has again forced its way into 
the tunnel is comparatively small to that which formerly occurred. In 
anticipation of the event (the ground through which the shield has been 
advanced for some days indicating a great want of density of the soil) 
ample preparations. had been made immediately to commence forming a 
fictitious bottom to the river over the workings, and throughout nearly 
the whole of yesterday the workmen were most actively engaged in throw- 
ing bags filled with clay into the river, for the purpose stated. The 
greatest alacrity was displayed by the men, who have a perfect confidence 
in the skill of Mr. Brunel, not only while working above, but under the 
water of the Thames. It was expected that by yesterday afternoon the 
diving bell would have been brought into operation to allow the engineer 
and one or two of his assistants to have’ closely inspected the nature of 
the aperture, and to have obtained a more accurate view of the state of 
things than could be obtained by soundings. The diving bell not having 
arrived, Mr. Lacy, who has taken a warm interest in the work, volun- 
teered to dive to the bottom of the river to take a hasty view of the lo- 
cality.. About three o’clock on Thursday, this service was performed, to 
the admiration of those who witnessed the feat. In consequence, how- 
ever, of the disturbed state. of the water. by the many steam-boats which 
had just previously passed, and the looseness of the soil, but little could 
be seen except that the bags of clay which had already been thrown over- 
board were safely lodged in the proper:spot. The bed of the river, after 
it has. been incrusted in the way stated, will be allowed to settle for some 
days after the leak has been stopped, before the water now in the tunnel 
will be pumped out. Mr. Brunel is preparing a report of the whole of 
the circumstances attending this accident for the information of her Ma- 
jesty’s government, as well as for the direetors. He still expresses his 
confident opinion that he will be able to complete this great work, It is, 
however, generally believed that a shaft must be commenced on the Mid- 
diesex shore before the works can progress with any rapidity, as the 
water arising from land’ springs has of late much increased, added to the 
difficulty of obtaining a-proper, ventilation. The want of the latter has, 
in fact, produced several explosions of foul air; but not one of the miners 
has been: yet injured by this circumstance. Looking from off the barge 
in which the men were at work. yesterday throwing clay bags into the 
river, the shore at low water-mark, on the Middlesex side, appeared but 
a very short distance, encouraging the engineer and all those engaged in 
the work to renew their exertions, as the completion of the tunnel, ad- 
vanced but a few yards more, would, Mr. Brunel states, be beyond the 
possible chance of failure. We shall in our next, give a more detailed 
account.

SCIENCE. 
_ The public are probably aware, that the seventh meeting of this associa- 
tion is to be held at Liverpool early next month; and we learn with pleasure, 
that every exertion is making to do honour to the occasion, and to re- 
ceive in an appropriate manner this highly distinguished body. The local 
council, formed for arranging and conducting the proceedings.connected 
with this meeting, is actively engaged in making the necessary prepara- 
tions. It comprises, without any distinction of party, active and zealous 
individuals of different pursuits and occupations, all animated by a desire 
that Liverpool should not fall short of the other places which have been 
previously honoured by the meeting of the association, eit her-in respect- 
ful attention to the many eminent strangers and foreigners about to as- 
semble here, or in a just appreciation of the undoubted services which 
anniversaries of this nature render to the cause of science.

Iron Trape.—Within the last fortnight, this branch of trade hag 
greatly improved, the works in Staffordshire and South Wales are fully 
employed in orders, which will keep them going for two months, and we 
believe at an advance in prices of from 2/, to 3/. per ton; a further ad- 
vance is daily expected, as the stock of iron generally in this country 
is smaller than it has been for many years. 

Traps or Lonpon.—The number of ships and their registered ton-- 
nage which have entered the London-docks in the first six months in the 
present year, with cargoes from foreign ports, has been 350, of the ton- 
nage of 68,300 tons; in the St. Katharine-docks 233 vessels of the ton- 
nage of 56,820 tons; in the West India-docks (we were unable to obtain 
this item) ships of the tonnage of 84,600 tons ;. and in the East India- 
docks, forty-six vessels, of the tonnage of 25,700 tons. The returns 
which we have been enabled to obtain show that in the first six months of 
1836 there entered the London-docks with cargoes 400 vessels from 
foreign ports, of the aggregate tonnage of 74,100 tons ; the St. Katha- 
rine-docks, 230 ships, of the tonnage of 53,330 tons; the West India- 
docks, ships of the tonnage of 88,158 tons; and the East India-docks, 
forty-nine, of the tonnage of 29,900 tons. 

Mancuester AND Liverpoort Prosecrep Snip CANAL.—We are 
happy in being able to state that it is in contemplation to construct a 
ship canal between this town and Liverpool.

A Visir to IcELAND.—The silicious concretions formed by the geysers. 
of Iceland, cover an extent of four leagues in length, throughout which 
there are numerous traces of the ancient geysers. We have hence. been 
enabled to observe this singular formation under all its different forms; 
passing by insensible shades from that of a loose and friable character, the 
result of a rapid deposition, to the most compact and transparent. We 
have not only observed impressions of the leaves of the birch tree, of Equi- 
seta and various grasses, but the trunks of the birch are in many plaees 
distinctly recognizable, presenting much the appearance of ordinary agatized 
woods. At the present time none of these plants occur on the island, and 
we may suppose it probable that their destruction was the result of the 
invasion of the silica. The numerous thermal springs, in the midst: of 
which the geysers are situated, occupy large vallies in the interior of the 
island. Appearances indicate that these waters’proceed from deep crevices, 
in which they have been heated by contact with the volcanic fires. The 
geysers present the most magnificent exhibition during an inundation of 
the valley by rain. The rivers proceeding from these springs have oftew 
the colour of milk, owing to the argillaceous bole which they take, up im 
their passage over the silicious deposits. Such are the white rivers of 
Olafsai. Mt. Hecla, like all the heights of Iceland, is entirely covered 
with snow.

The present position of the iron trade of this country, and the 
peculiarities of the two processes used in the manufacture—the 
“hot” andthe “ cold-blast ”—have lately occupied so large a 
space in our columns, that we should not have recurred to the 
subject again on the present occasion, were we not fully aware of 
its vast importance; and anxious to afford our humble aid in pro- 
moting the welfare of this great branch of national industry, at the 
present, to it, eventful crisis. We last week pointed out the 
nature of those causes, which, springing up as they have done at 
a comparatively recent period, bid fair, at no distant time, to effect 
a complete revolution in this manufacture—a revolution, as we 
then observed, scarcely less important than that produced about a 
century ago, by the general introduction of coal for the smelting 
of iron ore. We also enforced the strong, the paramount neces- 
sity, for rigid economy in all the processes for obtaining this 
metal, and the consequent importance of overcoming those dif- 
ficulties which oppose the general introduction of the “ hot-blast,” 
a process by which this great desideratum is so successfully pro- 


moted. 
We have reason to believe, that the principles we have thus 


endeavoured to enforce, are very generally recognised ; and we 
have pleasure in further saying, acted upon also. It is evident, 
from the letters inserted in our publication, that the difficulties 
which, in some districts, embarrass the introduction of the “ hot. 
blast ” process, are beginning to attract considerable attention 
among both practical and scientific men ; and we anticipate, as a 
speedy result, that correct perception of their nature, which will 
form a most important step towards their removal, and the general 
use of this valuable and economical invention. In addition to the 


experiments or opinions on the subject, which from time to time 
appear in our columns, we remember with pleasure that a power- 
ful stimulus has been given to this investigation bya distinguished 
public body—the “ British Association”—and at the meeting which 
will shortly be held at Liverpool, we anticipate valuable results 
from the conjoint labours of Messrs, HoncKinson and Farr-

Association, these gentlemen undertook to prosecute further re~ 
searches “on the strength of iron made with hot and cold air- 
blasts ;” to effect which object, a sum was voted to be expended 
in experiments—and from Mr. HopGK1nson’s former communi- 
cations on this subject, we feel assured that the investigation has 
been placed in able and competent hands. 

Some remarks will be found by a correspondent in another part 
of our columns, tending to prove that, in some cases, the hot-blast 
iron is stronger than the cold-blast; and he instances that made 
at the Butterley iron works, in proof of his assertion—the correct- 
ness of which we do not at all doubt—Mr. Hopexinson’s ex- 
periments having shown long ago, if we recollect aright, that 
although Nos. 1 and 2 hot-blast iron, were weaker than the same 
qualities made by the cold-blast, the reverse held good with No. 
3 iron, which, though softer, was much stronger by the hot-blast 
process than by the cold. 

The letter we refer to is somewhat obscure, as might indeed be 
expected, from the circumstance of the writer being a foreigner : 
in the future communications which he promises, this defect will 
probably be avoided, and we shall most readily give insertion to 
the experimental results and theoretical views to which he refers. 
Our correspondent remarks, in a postscript, that “ he does not 
think with us, that we are in the dark on any of the processes 
of iron-making, as every circumstance may be rationally ac- 
counted for.” We are not at all aware of having ever made 
use of the expression he alludes to, and suspect that the observa- 
tion must arise from some misapprehension on his part; we be- 
lieve, however, that a satisfactory solution of some of the singula™ 
and unexpected results which occasionally embarrass the iron 
master, will be acceptable to many; and as we have never yet seen 
them, to our mind, so “ rationally accounted for,” as to preclude 
the wish for{further explanation: we shall feel great pleasure in 
receiving M. pE Bovssots’s solution of these difficulties. 

It is with much pleasure that we refer our readers to a letter, in- 
serted in our present Number, from Mr. Woop, of the Abersychan 
iron works, whose late valuable and copious communication on the 
causes which deteriorate the ‘‘ hot-blast iron,” will, doubtless, be 
in the recollection of our readers. Without offering any opinion 
of our own upon;the subject under discussion, we may observe, 
that information, both practical and scientific, thus blended to- 
gether on one of our most ‘important manufactures, is equally rare 
and valuable, and the publication of such views, although, per- 
haps in"part open to remark and dissent, cannot fail to prove of 
much importance to the interests concerned. 

We would also briefly direct attention to the letter with which 

we have been favoured by Mr. NeiLson, of Glasgow, who, we 
need hardly observe, is the inventor of the “ hot-blast” process. 
Space will not at this moment admit of remark, but we cannot 
forbear’ quoting the following paragraph, as particulary deserving 
of attention :—“‘ I admit that iron of bad quality has been manu- 
factured by the hot-blast process, but I do not hesitate to affirm, 
that its defects must have originated from some other cause.” 
We cannot conclude, without offering one or two observations 
on the “ Blackband Ironstone” of Mid-Lothian, which has lately 
attracted some attention. . It appears that this ironstone, which 
is of a very peculiar quality, and has hitherto been chiefly worked 
in a single locality, has been ascertained to underlie a large 
portion of the great Scottish coal-field, in a continuous stratum ; 
and there is supposed to be even a probability of its existence 
(or, we should rather incline to believe, some analogous mi- 
neral bed) in the great Staffordshire coal-fields. Without being 
too sanguine on the Jatter point, we consider the circumstance 
to be one of such importance as to deserve immediate atten- 
tion in our iron districts, more especially the most northern 
ones, in which any analogous formation to the one alluded to, 
would, in all probability, be most easily traced. With the infor- 
mation now before us, it would be premature to hazard any opi- 
nion on the subject; but should this peculiar formation prove to 
be extensively developed in our coal and iron districts, it is evident 
that another powerful cause will be brought into operation in mo- 
difying the present circumstances of the iron manufacture, in ad- 
dition to those on which we have dwelt so fully on former occa- 
sions. With the degree of activity and intelligence which now 
prevails among our practical men, discoveries or inventions of any 
kind cannot long remain dormant, but must speedily be brought 
to the test of observation and experiment—and it is certain that 
beneficial results will, if possible, be obtained from them. 








We this week insert the letter of Mr. Gzorce Ross, with re- 
ference to our remarks on the proceedings of the “ Duke of Corn- 
wall’s Harbour and Victoria Railway,” which is so lenthened in it- 
self, that to comment upon the several topics introduced, would be to 
occupy more space than our limits admit. We have considered it 
only an act of justice to, allow Mr. Ross to answer in his own 
defence; although his letter, we think, might have been rendered 
more brief. Its insertion will, however, satisfy that gentleman, that 
we are the advocates of “ fair play.” Upon the subject of enforcing 
the payment of the calls,we would, did space permit, make one or two 
observations. We perfectly agree with our correspondent that the 
farce of obtaining Acts of Parliament for works of this kind in 
the preamble of which, we doubt not its importance in a national 
point of view, is one of its claims to the sanction of the Legislature 
as it was to the distinguished patronage by which it was supported 
is not to be tolerated; and that the application of the powers vested 
in the directors, of legally enforcing the calls will be a sound and 
practical lesson to the subscribers to the “ Parliamentary Contract 
Deed ” which will not be easily forgotten, and which will serve as a 
beacon for after-times. 
We shall return to the subject next week, want of space pre- 
cluding further observation on the present occasion.

forward for your inspection; the result of which, I do not doubt, wil 
satisfy you and every unprejudiced person, that the reports which have 
been propagated as to the weakness of the iron made by the hot-blast 
process, are utterly without foundation. I admit that iron of bad quality 
has been manufactured by the hot-blast process, but I do not hesitate to 
affirm, that its defects must have originated from some other cause.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 


Sir,—Your intelligent correspondent, ‘‘ Mr. Burr,’’ seems to attach 
some importance to the observations of ‘* Alpha,”’ on the reduction of the 
strength of iron, occasioned by an excess of carbon. This is a defect, 
if what is generally considered a desideratum may be so termed, inci- 
dental to all iron, whether manufactured with hot or cold-blast,' and is by 
no means a matter of so much importance as your correspondents sup. 
pose. The effect produced by the combination in excess, is evidently 
that of separating the atoms of which the iron is composed, lessening their 
attraction for each other, and consequently reducing its strength. It is 
generally the case, where substances combine in various proportions, that 
the affinities become weakened as the combinations increase, and are 
therefore readily separated again. This appears to be the case with iron 
and carbon, for it is well known to all iron founders, that the process of re- 
melting, in a great measure, removes this defect, the iron being afterwards 
much stronger than it was before, arising from the excess of carbon having 
been got rid of by the superior affinity it has for the oxygen in the air 
which passes over it during the process of melting. 

The finer kinds of hot-blast iron are in combination with a larger pro- 
portion of carbon, than that produced with cold-blast, which is proved by 
the circumstance of founders being enabled to work up a larger propor. 
tion of scrap and inferior iron with the former, than they can with the 
latter; and this I am much inclined to believe, is its principal recom. 
mendation with them. This is the result of the excess of carbon in the 
hot-blast iron combining with the inferior iron, or that having a deficiency 
of this ingredient, when in a state of fusion, thereby forming an average 
quality better adapted for general purposes than either were previously. 
Whilst on this subject, I may mention a circumstance, which very pro- 
bably has been frequently observed by others, namely, that iron seems to 
combine with carbon in definite proportions, thereby, according with the 
atomic theory, first broached by Mr. Higgins, and subsequently extended 
by Dalton, Wollaston, and others. In the trade, pigs are known under 
terms white, mottled, bright grey, dark grey, No. 2, and No. 1 foundry. 
The first of these qualities is exceedingly hard, has a bright silvery frac- 
ture, and is perfectly homogeneous. The next or mottled, is a mixture of 
two qualities ; the former or white, with bright grey. In this the white 
appears to be the base, in which specks of the bright are interspersed 
throughout the mass, perfectly distinct and well defined. The bright 
grey iron is of a light grey colour, and granular, and similar to that which 
formed the mottled appearance with the white iron. It is, however, sel- 
dom found homogeneous, generally having an admixture in places of 
white or dark grey ; and it is frequently the case, that the three qualities 
are found combined inthe same pig. This quality is the best adapted for 
general purposes, being much stronger than either of the others, it is, with 
little difficulty cut and turned; presents an uniform bright surface when 
polished, and wears well in the bearings of revolving shafts, teeth of 
wheels, steam cylinders, &c., and ought always to be selected for these 
purposes. Founders, however, generally prefer the softer qualities, in 
consequence of the greater facilities they afford for farming. bering, &e. 
To obtain this quality when the iron has been remelted, a portion of the 
softer kind of pig-iron must be made use of to supply the deficiency of 
carbon, which will be occasioned by its combustion from exposure to a 
current of air when melting in the furnace. This is a matter with which 
all founders are perfectly conversant. Dark grey iron takes its name from 
the dark grey appearance its fracture presents; it is softer than the last 
described, and evidently contains a larger dose of carbon. The surface is 
generally cellular, which is technically termed ‘‘ honey-comb.’’ This ap- 
pears to be occasioned by the oxydation of the surface, which rapidly 
takes place during the period the iron is in a fluid state ; the oxyde thus 
formed protects the surface covered by it from the action of the air, and 
that part of it in contact with the iron, being again revived by absorption 
of carbon, forms a pelicle of iron which confines a bubble of carbonic acid 
gas, the product of the reduction of the oxyde, and which displacing ¢ 
portion of iron equal to its bulk, forms a cell. This only takes place where 
there is an excess of carbon, and its. affinity for the iron consequently 
weak ; where tie excess does not exist, oxydation takes place to a greater 
extent, and forms hollows, something similar in appearance to the inden- 
tations formed on the face by small-pox. This dark grey iron is known 
to founders as No. 3. 

The next gradation is No 2, this contains a larger portion of carbon 
than the former ; it has its surface cellular, produced in the same mannet 
as that on the No. 3 pig, but in consequence of the increased combins- 
tion of carbon, its affinity for oxygen is weaker, and the cells formed aré 
much smaller.

The whole of the lower quali- 
ties, say dark grey, bright grey, and white, are perfectly clear and distinct 
from each other, without any appearance of tion; in short, 
they do not seem to be capable of chemical combination, but form merely 
a mechanical mixture. Their specific gravity is also different, the white 
being the heaviest, and the dark grey the lightest. This is clearly ex- 
emplified in the furnace, for if a ae is taken out in a ladle over 
the dam, when the hearth is full, it will generally be found soft and grey, 
whereas, when the whole is let off, the major part will frequently be 
found of much inferior quality—clearly proving that the soft grey iron 
floats on the surface of that which is harder, and consequently of greater 
specific gravity. 

‘‘Mr. Burr’s’’ ideas respecting the effect which the form of the furnace 
may have on the quality of the iron produced with hot or cold air, are 
not in accordance with experience ; indeed, I am not aware that there are 
varieties of form made use of in different districts—some little diversity 
of opinion does exist as to the proportions of some particular parts, but 
they are so trifling and unimportant, as not to merit the least attention. 
Some years ago, when practical men were not so well informed on metal- 
urgic processes as they are now-a-day, much importance was attached to 
trifles, which are now totally disregarded. The opinion entertained at 
present, which is fully supported by experience, is that on whatever plan 
the hearth may be put into a furnace, as soon as it gets fairly into opera- 
tion, the action of the intense heat within it, will so alter and modify the 
original outline, as to reduce it to that form best adapted for the purpose 
it was intended to perform. The body of the furnace, from the boshes to 
the charging plate, is invariably a frustrum of a cone. 

“Mr. B.’s’”’ suggestions respecting the reducing the temperature of the 
blast, has already been put in practice. I am in possession of some in- 
formation respecting the result of this modification of the invention, but 
as it is not quite so perfect as I wish, I cannot enter upon it at present. 
On a future occasion, unless some one more competent anticipates me, 
I may probably communicate my ideas on the subject, should you deem 
them worth inserting.

Srr,—I hope you will insert the following remarks in your next Journal ; 
I should not have taken any part in the discussion now going on in your 
able paper, had not the following remarks been made by you, viz., ‘‘ That 
our correspondent, ‘ Mr. Wood,’ has so fully expressed the views he en- 
tertains, that any remarks from us would be superfluous.’’ With impar- 
tiality you should here add, that that gentleman has stated only what is 
against the iron manufactured by hot-blast, without mentioning a single 
case, amongst so many, of what may be said in favoar of that so decidedly 
advantageous mode of manufacturing iron—in time I will endeavour to 
show it. I shall also send you several analyses of cast-iron made by hot 
and cold-blast, as well as from coke, coal, and charcoal. I shall add 
thereto a new theory on the reduction of metals, which will give then 
quite a different idea of what is; going in a blast furnace. To-day I 
shall confine myself to contradict your correspondent by facts, forwarding 
to you some tables of specific gravity and comparative strength of the va- 
rious sorts of cast-iron I am now analysing. You will remark, that in 
order to advocate the hot-blast process, properly applied, I draw the same 
conclusions that your correspondent, ‘‘ Mr. Wood ”’ does, but only I am 
more generous in stating pro and con. 

The comparative strength of iron is a communication from two scien- 
tific and practical gentlemen, experimentalising for the British Associa- 
tion upon that subject; I have taken only three cases of these experi- 
ments, each of which take the lead in strength, in each country where iron 
is manufactured, as well for cold as for hot-blast :—

It may, perhaps, be expected that I should take some notice of the invidious at- 
tack which Mr. Paterson made upon myself, by insinuating his suspicion of the 
correctness of my accounts, and requiring the production of books, which he must 
have known are never expected to be investigated at a public meeting of proprie- 
tors, unless specially called for that purpose: as his motive avowedly was to gain

ever ready to promote works of merit, and especially to encourage a sch 
fraught with such peculiar advantages, and which promised, when realised, 
to tend so much to the benefit of the nation, no less in a commercial than in 
a philenthropic point of view, condescended also to allow their pleasure of 
patronising it to be announced in the prospectus, as their illustrious names 
therein appeared. True it is also, that ‘some dozen members of Parlia- 
ment,’’ and amongst those all the members for Cornwall, were stated to be 
supporters of this great national undertaking, their consents having first 
readily been ee hg for that purpose—whilst it is admitted to be equally 
true, that the whole of the members and other gentlemen who were repre- 
sented to have moved and seconded certain resolutions at a public meeting, 
were not personally present, but some of them were, and none will deny that 
they had approved of those resolutions in writing, and permitted their names 
to be so used on that occasion. I willingly take blame to myself for any ir- 
regularity that some may attach to that proceeding ; but the main point, 
their previous sanction, cannot be disputed. At that general meeting those 
members of Parliament were voted on the “ provisional {committee of ma- 
nagement,”’ intended as a compliment justly due to them, for the favourable 
opinion and fervent wishes they expressed for the success of the enterprise ; 
thus placing it at their option to act or not, as they pleased. Some weeks 
afterwards, however, when the Bill was brought into the House of Commons, 
those members very properly considered it incompatible with their character 
as legislators, to appear as having any interest in a concern upon which they 
would necessarily have to adjudicate, and had a meeting on the subject, at 
which I was requested to attend, and at which it was resolved, that although 
they all highly approved of the undertaking, and pledged themselves to pro- 
mote and support it by every reasonable means in their power, yet as they 
could not with propriety appear to hold any personal or pecuniary interest 
therein, for the reasons before mentioned, it was deemed expedient that these 
sentiments and facts should be generally known, and that I should prepare 
and publish an advertisement to that effect, which I accordingly did, with 
their approbation—so far indeed, but so far only, did they ‘‘ disavow having 
any connexion with the company,” for their names, as friends and promoters 
to the undertaking, were permitted to remain on the prospectus—some of 
them joining in the direction after the Act of Incorporation had been obtained. 
The Bill having been opposed in the House of Commons, was accordingly 
supported by all those members, with the exception of Mr. G. F. Young, 
who, although he promised me so to do, did not keep his word; and although 
that gentleman, for reasons best known to himself, but which reflect nu credit 
on his conduct, even opposed the Bill—it was, on a division, carried by an 
overwhelming majority. 

You seem to be quite aware that the shares, when first offered to the pub- 
lic, were sought after with great avidity—nay, ten times the required capital 
might have been raised. After having myself received one-half of the de- 
posits, namely, 3400/., which I paid into the hands of the bankers, I was 
called into Cornwall, leaving the other directors to dispose of the remaining 
shares, of which they reserved 1500 for such applicants on the line of rail.

Let me ask you, then, what possible blame can attach “to the directors and 
those connected with the measure for the course they have pursued?” They, 
surely, can have no objection whatever to pablicity being given to their acts—mis- 
representation alone need be apprehended. They have, without fee or reward, 
acted most conscientiously in the discharge of an extremely laborious and difficult 
duty; they have obtained an Act of Parliament, not so “ easily” as you seem to 
imagine, but after fighting against an obstinate, although unavailing, opposition 
in both Houses of Parliament, which they at last triumphantly overcame. They 
have procured subscriptions for an amount fully adequate to carry the measure 
into effect, and agreeing with you that it would be “ too bad to practice a decep-. 
tion on the legislature by abandoning the project,” they mean to resort to the 
‘* Parliamentary contract deeds’’—‘“‘ to the parties who have signed them, or their 
assignees, and registered sharcholders.” With that intention, they have made one 
call of 1/. per share, which has been paid by themselves and a few more—for, be it 
observed, that this first call of 1/. on the twenty qualification shares of nine direc- 
tors (there being three vacancies) is not 720/., as your correspondent calculates, 
but 180/., and 100. would pay the call on the shares of a quorum of five directors, 
so that your doubt of their being qualified to act, need occasion no anxiety: had 
the whole call been paid up, it would not much have exceeded 5000/., instead of your 
estimate of 19,800/., for it seems to be forgot, or perhaps not known, that the term 
fixed for the payment of the second call of 2/.per share had not expired, by six 
days, at the date of the last general meeting, and therefore it was premature to 
bring it into thezcalculation.; It must, however, be admitted, that the expectations 
of the directors In getting those calls paid up, have been much disappointed, but 
the reason, without its being their fault, is very evident. The original subscribers 
to the Parliamentary deeds, upon obtaining their scrip receipts, having tely 
disposed of them at a considerable premium, profess to be satisfied, and erroneously 
fency that with their shares they disposed of the obligation to pay up all calls that 
may be made under the Act, which they entered into, under seal, as the condition 
on which the shares were allotted them, whilst those who purchased them (the 
present holders) seeing no inducement to follow up their speculation, and finding 
money scarce, neglect to pay up the calls, for which, in fact, they are not personally 
responsible, except where taken by assignment. Thus the directors have no alter- 
native between the enforcement of the calls against the original subscribers and 
registered shareholders, and abandoning the undertaking altogether. They have 
already announced their determination as to the course they mean to pursue, nor 
will they be deterred by the threats of such men as the Mr. Paterson, who cut so 
conspicuous a figure at the last meeting, and who, having registered ten shares, 
purchased in the market, wishes to get rid of his obligation to pay the calls (neither 
of which he has answered), by the modest proposal of dissolving the company—a 
motion requesting the directors to take that question into consideration, was, at his 
instance, carried at the last meeting ; and if the directors comply, by submitting it 
to the decision of a general meeting, there can be no doubt but the pro- 
prietors who shall have paid up their calls (such only having a vote), will in justice 
to themselves, unanimously support the directors in insisting that others do the 
same, and if necessary, enforce it by the summary means which the law has placed 
in their power. The whole of the sharehdlders present at the last meeting who had 

id up the first call, expressed their readiness to. up all future calls, provided 

ers did the like, but certainly (and very reasonably too) objected to pay more 
whilst the first call remains so much in arrear. Your report, therefore, in that re.

COFFEES.—The market for British Plantation coffee has become quiet, and the 
public sales went off heavily, 436 casks were brought to anction, chiefly Jamaica ; 
the prices of the good qualities were maintained, whilst all the unclean and 
ordinary kinds declined 2s, to 3s. per cwt.; fine Jamaica sold }16s. to 120s. ; mid- 
dling quality, 98s. to 190s. ; good ordinary, 84s. to 100s. per ewt.. The transactions 
in Ceylon have been trifling at last week’s rates, Mocha is taken off steadily at last 
week’s prices, 

TEAS.—Since last week a good deal of business has been done in the tea 
market. For low Congous and Boheas the chief inquiry has been, and they 
have been done to a considerable extent at higher rates. For Twankeys there 
is a demand; low Hysons are also looked for—the tone of the market is 
healthy, 

HOPS.—The market continues dull, but prices are maintained. The accounts 
respecting the state of the growing crops are favourable, and the estimated duty 
has risen to 200,000, 

TALLOW.—There continues a fair demand for Petersburg candle tallow, on the 
spot, at the quotations of last week, whilst for forward delivery buyers are un- 
willing to purchase to any extent; the accounts from St. Petersburg bring irregular 
quotations for tallow, aithough ti:e sales have been rather extensive.
